The Nye County Council of De-

fense has adopted si ordinance deal-

ing with the men and women en-

gaged in nonessential labor which
will be submitted to the county com-

missioners at their meeting tomor-

row. The chief exaction is that hold-

ers of saloon license for barrooms,
dance halls or other places where

liquor is sold shall register each day
the names of all male frequenters
of the place during the preceding
day. No person engaged In any
useful calling shall be so registered
and it is expressly stipulated that
no person directly or Indirectly em-

ployed about gambling games or
other similar unproductive pursuit
shall be deemed engaged In a use-

ful calling. These registry books
shall be treated as public records
and be at all times open for pufblic

Inspection. Failure to comply with
the provisions of this ordinance
shall be ground for Immediate revo-

cation by the liquor board of Nye
county of the license of the person
or persons so falling to comply.

Another ordinance Identical with
the saloon ordinance except that It

applies to keepers of lodging houses,

boarding houses, billiard rooms and

bowling alleys will be considered
the same time.

FOR WEDDING RINGS

WASHINGTON, D. C, July 16.

A good many girls are asking that
question these days. They hear of

the war demands on the platinum
supply. They know that the war has
sent the price sky-hig- Platinum
rings are getting as scarce as hen's
teeth. Just wbyi

The answer is that our troops do
not shoot it from their guns, but
they must have it to fire them.
Every branch of the service from

' the artillery to the signal corps,
from the submarines to the hos-

pitals, depends upon this white me-

tal for some part of its efficiency.
It is used in pyrometers, those in-

struments which heat-trea- t the steel
of every gun. It Is necessary to

make the sulphuric and nitric acid
for powder and explosives. To pro
duce sulphuric acid certain gases are

passed over asbestos, or some such
mati rial, which is coated with plati
num chlorid and dried. This mass
acts as a catalyzer That is, contact
with it changes the gas into the acid

required.
The United States had a well-d- e

veloped industry
before our entry into the war, but
now It has expanded to four times
its former size. At the beginning of
the present year there was enough
platinum on hand to supply all the

powder plants contemplated at that
time, but the Increased war program
has Increased their need for it. Eng
land has had to establish such an

industry, having previously depended
largely on France and Germany for

her demands.
